‘Then we set | 
about to get the use of horses from 
the army. We were passed along 
from one authority to another until 
our request seemed to appeal to an 
artillery officer. Presently at every 
village each morning there would 
appear an entirely new and strange 
assortment of mules for our use, and 
men to drive them. The arrange- 
ment proved to be very good for | 
exercising artillery mules.

The apostolic process, for the be- 
atification of Father Felix de An- 
drets,. with a view ultimately to mak- 
ing him the first St. Louis saint in 
the calendar of the Roman Catholic 
Church, will be begun here on re- 
ceipt of a notification from the Sa- 
cred Congregation of Rites in Rone, 
A dispatch from New York today 
said that the Congregation of Rites 
had authorized such a process, as 
the final step toward beatffication, 
which is itself a preliminary step to 
full canonization. 

Father de Andreis was the first 
superior of the Congregation of the 
Mission, also known as the Lazarist 
order, in the United States. He spent 
the last two years or his life, from 
1818 to 1820, in St. Louis as pastor 
and vicar-general of the diocese. The 
Congregation of the Mission is a

Testimony Must Be Positive. 

If the miracle is a cure from dis- 
case, the person cured must testify 
that he or she was healed after in- 
voking the intercession of the can- 
didate, and reputable physicians 
must testify that the cure was such 
as could not have been performed 
through natural means. Unless this 
testimony is ample and positive, the 
process fails. 

After beatification, the candidate 
is venerated in the country, or the 
diocese, where the process was in- 
stituted. When canonization fol- 
lows, after a term of years, the can- 
didate becomes a saint, entitled to 


out the world. 


History of Father de Andreis. 

Father de Andreis was born Dec. 
13, 1778, in Demonte, Piedmont 
Italy. He entered a novitiate of the 
Congregation of the Mission when he 
was 19 years old and four years 
later was ordained to the priesthood. 
He was sent in 1806 to the house of 
the Congregation in Rome, and re- 
mained there until 1815, holding 
missions and conducting retreats. 
In the latter part of this time he 
learned the English language, with 
a view to entering on work in Amer- 
ica. 


In 1815, Father (later Bishop) 
Duborg visited Rome, seeking priests 
to labor in the diocese of Louisiana, 
which then included both sides of 
the Missisippi River, from the Gulf 
of Mexico to the Canadian lakes. 
Pope Pius VII appointed Father de

Letters Indicate Spirit and Show 
Regret Over -Loss of Comrades 
in the Argonne.

The coolmess in action during the 
Argonne advance of the men of the 
138th (St. Louis) Infantry, who had 
never before participated is a major 
offensive, was a feature which is 
Often indicated and emphasized in 
the letters they wrote home after 
®etting back to rest billets Oct. 2. 
Another noticeable characteristic of 
the letters.is the mingled feeling of 
pride in their achievements, and re- 
gret.at the loss of their comrades. 

First Sérgeant Edward O. John- 
gon, G Company, of 3509 Kensington 
avenue, Maplewood, who was men- 
tioned in one of Clair Kenamore’s 
dispatches to the Post-Dispatch as 
having beén, by the*fortunes of bat- 
tle, placed in command of a company 
during the advance, has written to 
his parents telling how it happened, 
and how, while leading the men, he 
Was wounded in the right leg by a 
Machine-gun bullet. He wrote: 

“Om the third night we were gen- 
tly informed that we were to g0 
over the top in the morning, so we all 
prepared for it, and made wills, tell- 
ing who weleft our tobacco to, etc. 
Well, I just put all my stuff in a box, 
for I fully, expected to come back, 
ang dtd—-but not the right way. 
: > 


“A little while after we got to the 
trenches:\we went over. German ma- 
chine guns.,.were playing on our 
trench as we went, and one poor lad 
ahead of me sank down at my feet 
Fritz’s machine guns, and some of 
our men charged them single-hand- 
ed. We lost a lot of fine fellows this 
way, and I don’t think I would be 
here to tell you about it if our tanks 
hadn't come up and put them out of 
action. It is some job to. fight ma- 
chine guns with rifles. 

“It may not sound good to you, 
mother, but I am proud to say I 
killed two machine-gun operators 
myself, about four hours after we 
went over. They were between our 
first and second lines, sniping every 
time they had a chance to fire on 
small parties. I had no trouble

with the first boche, but the other 
fellow and I had some fun. I final- 
ly got a safe position, and when he 
thought he had me or had run me 
back, I got him. 

“Joe Coff gave a good account of 
himself. He and three men took 27 
Huns, three kegs of beer, a pint of 
‘kimmel,’ some cigars and a few iron 
crosses. We all had lots of souve- 
nirs the first day, but after that it 
got too hot for souvenirs.” 


From Lawrence J. Gauvin, L 
Company, to his mother, Mrs. E. P. 
Gauvin, 4571 Garfield avenue: 

“We were the first battalion to go 


—we had enough guns to blow the 
world to pieces. * * * We did 
not meet any Huns until we hit a 
town and took 15 of the Kaiser's 
men. About half a mile further we 
took 85 prisoners. It sure was great 
to see a handful of our men search- 
with a bullet through his head. We 
took the hill we were suposed to ina 
very short time. Up to that time 
the French said the hill couldn’t be 
taken, but Uncle Sam changed the 
tune. (He apparently refers to Vau- 
quois Hill.) 

‘We took the hill, and went right 
ahead. The boche had oodles of ma- 
chine guns, and they sure sang a 
merry tune. We routed out one 
bunch, and were going after another 
gang when we got lost in the fog. 
One of our Lieutenants and I round- 
ed up about 300 mn and went 
ahead. He and I were about 50 yards 
in front, lying on our stomachs> and 
machine bullets’ were singing all 
around us, and all of a sudden I felt 
like someone had hit me on the shin | 
with a crowbar. I looked down, and 
there was a hole on each side of my 
trousers where the bullet had gone 
through! 

“I lay in the shell hole and that 
German kept on shooting at me. 
They shoot until you get right on top 
of them, and they they come out 
shouting ‘Kamerad.’ I lay in the 
shell home for 12 hours, and since 
then have been in seven hospitals.” 


From Joseph McDonnell, Head- 
quarters Company, to his mother, 
Mrs. M. McDonnell, 3645 Hickory 
street: 

“The people back home should be 
very proud of their men in France, 
for this was one of the worst fights 
of the war, and in the five days and 
nights we were in it I didn’t see a 
single case of yellow in our ranks. 

“It was a foggy morning, and when 
the fog lifted we were in a nest of 
ing the big German soldiers I 
looked like a train robber, going 
through Fritz and taking everything 
he had in his pockets. 

“We did not go 100 yards when 
a machine gun opened on us, killing 
and wounding a few of our men and 
also some of our prisoners. It made 
us so mad we killed almost every 
German we saw. That is where I 
killed my first—shot him through 
the face. 


“It is wonderful how the Ameri- 
can boys go through this machine 
gun fire. I saw tanks blown to 
pieces; saw balloons brought down 
on fire; saw an airplane brought 
down with rifle fire, and saw our 
brave Captain (Clarence J. Sode- 
mann) die for the Stars and Stripes. 

“We only had one officer left the 
morning I left the battlefield. I was 
slightly gassed and have a mustard 
gas burn on my,finger, but will soon 
be out of the hdspital.” 

From Private Marion Helfrich, I 
Company, former coxswain of the 
Baden Rowing Club, to his sister, 
Mrs. Frank Rennholz, 3137A Oregon 
avenue: 

“I got a little shrapnel just below 
the knee. I did not go to the hos- 
pital right away, but could not keep 
up with the boys in the hike after 
we left the front. 

*“‘We sure gave the Huns hell. Have 
a big Christmas dinner ready for me, 
for I am sure I will soon be on my 
way back to the old U. S. A. Dan 
Kinealy was wounded. I was with 
him when he was hit, and also was 
with my Captain when he as killed.”’ 
(Capt. Alexander Skinker.) 


From Private William J. Slater, 23, 
B Company, to his mother, Mrs. Eu- 
genia L. Slater, 117 Florence avenue, 
Ferguson: 

“Just came in from standing re- 
treat. It as formal, and of course 
they played the Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner. I feel so good I could kill all 
the kraut hounds that cross my path 
with my bare hands. 

“In the last five days we have had 
to face everything that is death to 
infantry, and the way the division 
faced it makes one proud he is an 
American. Am receiving the Post- 
Dispatch, Thanks so much for 
them.” 


From Corp. Gladstone Pitt, E Com- 
pany, to his brother, J. A. Pitt, 4617 
Juniata street: 

“We marched through our artillery 
as they were blazing away—guns on 
all sides of us—and we doughboys 
felt no fear, because we knew what 
terrible punishment our guns were 
inflicting on the boche. It was not 
quite daylight as we marched up this 
avenue of flame. We shouted to the 
artillery, ‘Give them hell boys; feed 
them more iron rations, for they 
have a long hike ahead of them.’ 
This is the spirit in which we 
marched up to our positions, and 
went over the top. I was in the ad- 
vance three days when I was wound- 
ed. I wish I could have gone 
through with the boys—they are still 
going forward, and nothing will stop 
them.” 

From Sergt. Eugene V. Menges, 
ID Company, to his aunt, Mrs. Mollie 
Canty, 918 Baugh avenue, East St. 
Louis: 

“T have been lucky so far, but, if 
necessary, I will be proud to give my 
services in the way they are most 
needed, regardless of the cost. Give 
our most heartfelt sympathy to the 
parents of Clyde Pendleton. He was 
my best friend. When I was sick, 
he shared his warm tent, and nursed 
me like a brother. He gave his life 
bravely, for a grand cause. He was 
a real American.”

We are horror stricken at the loss of 
a thousand of our boys in battle, but 
scad of the thousands of civil population 
dying each day without a quiver of an 
eyelash.

Two hundred billions is the cost which Hohenzollern- 
ism has imposed on the world in money. We shall 
soon have the cost in life and physical disability com- 
puted. 

The dead on all fronts of all British populations, in- 
cluding those of colonies, number 658,665. The German 
dead is placed at a total of 1,580,000 up to Oct. 31. 
Probably a few thousand must be added since that date, 
for some of the final actions were highly destructive. 
The fate of 260,000 more Germans is reported unknown, 
a considerable percentage of whom undoubtedly consist 
of dead. 

The total of British wounded is placed at 2,032,122 
and the total of German wounded at almost exactly 
twice as many. Including the 260,000 whose fate is 
unknown, but not including known prisoners, the total 
German casualties were 5,840,000. From the total Brit- 
ish casualties given at 3,049,000 must be subtracted 
those among the 360,000 prisoners who survived their. 
harsh treatment.

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COSTS IN GAS-MAKING. 

As figured by the Laclede Gas Light Co. itself, the 
cost of manufacturing and delivering gas to the mains is 
only a little less than 20 cents a thousand feet, but this 
figure is much less than a third of the total cost of gas 
delivered: to the consumer—68 cents a thousand feet. 
Aside from manufacturing costs, other costs are piled 
up to a total of more than 48 cents a thousand. Among 
these other costs, all of which should be thoroughly 
scrutinized and fully confirmed before being accepted, 
is one to the amount of nearly 22 cents a thousand for 
interest on indebtedness. 

The cost statement might indicate that the company 
ought to get a higher price from the consumer. On the 
other hand it might indicate that manufacturing costs 
are too high and that it has plastered itself with too 
many interest-bearing mortgages.

At last the triumph of the German submarine has 
arrived.

Today 20 U-boats| 
will be turned over by their crews, tomorrow 20 more, | 
and so on until 150 are safely tied up by the nose in 
allied ports.

Today that country is reaping the rewards of 
their glorious achievements. By their gallant deeds of 
treachery and murder they have created new traditions 
of the sea and won imperishable fame for the German 
navy. 
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WHAT HAS BECOME OF DEUTSCHTUM? 

In the political earthquake which seems:to have cre- 
ated a new Germany has Deutschtum finally and irre- 
vocably been destroyed? The future will show. 

Prof. Christian Gauss of Princeton University, in his 
new book, “Why We Went to War,” says that when 
the Kaiser heard of the assassination of the Austrian 
Crown Prince he exclaimed: “It is a crime against’ 
Deutschtum.” “Das Deutschtum,” says Prof. Gauss, “is 
the secret of this war, of its deep-rooted origin, its 
progress and its continuance.” 

He explains that the ideal which the word Deutschtum 
includes is the very opposite of Americanism. “It is 
exclusive, intolerant; it is virulent international chauvi- 
nism. Its rights and privileges can be shared only by 
‘those who are of German blood. * * * The Almighty 
; has made them the strongest, the most scientific, the 
most cultured people in the world. The earth and what 
it contains belongs or should belong to them.” 

This idea was expressed by the Kaiser year after 
year, and it was echoed by Prussian leaders every- 
where, including 93 of the best-known university pro- 
_fessors and scientists.

Last German Squad Crossed 
Frontier Into Belgium at

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Monday, Nov. 18.—

from the French town of Longwy 
came marching northward a double 
line of gray-clad men with knapsacks 
and rifles slung across their backs,

dow. 

At their head marched the stubby, 
erect figure of a German Captain. 
Suddenly he gave a little start, his 
men turned and saw what he had 
seen. It was a signal on the roadside 
bearing the single word “Frontier.”’ 
This was the last German rear guard 
to leave the American sector it had 
just crossed from France to Bel- 
gium—at last. 

End of Invaders’ Dreams. 

The last armed German soldier 
had left the soil of France that for 
four years the Germans had held 
under their heel as conquered soil.

AR has not merely freed the earth 


of military autocracy. War has 
borne fruit in the minds of both em- 
ployer and employe. War has changed 
many of our old civil conceptions. AS an 
instance, witness the gradual spread and 
acceptance of the eight-hour theory con- 
stituting a working day; the idea of a 
War Labor Board, which, though in a 
sense paternalistic and born of the needs 
of the hour, still cannot fail to leave an 
indelible impress on our minds. Nor can 
we fail to perceive a broader vision 
emerging from the chaos through which 


we have passed. 

There will be selfishness tomorrow and 
tomorrow.

A New Policy for Russia, 

From the New Republic. 

OW that Germany is beaten and 

prostrate the most immediate need 
of the allied nations is a new policy to- 
wards Russia. The existing policy of 
armed intervention was originally justi- 
fied as an answer to German penetration 
in Russia and as an attempt with Rus- 
sian assistance to restore the eastern 
front. These explanations are ceasing 
to have any meaning. German influence 
is no longer penetrating Russia. Russian 
revolutionary influence is penetrating 
Germany. Intervention did not succeed 
in restoring the eastern front, because it 
met with Russian resistance rather than 
with Russian help. If under such cir- 
cumstances the allied troops remain in 
Russia it can only be for one purpose— 
a purpose similar to that which kept 
German troops in the Ukraine, Lithuania 
and the Baltic provinces. It will mean 
that the allied governments have decided 
to overthrow the Soviet Government in 
Russia and establish in its place a Gov- 
ernment more to their liking. If this is 
their decision, the sooner they communi- 
cate it to the world the better. It is not 
a decision in which the Government of 
the United States can participate wifth- 
out abandoning the whole spirit and 
method of its past attitude towards rev- 
olutionary countries, and for this reason 
we hope and trust it will not be taken.

URCHASE two pounds of pure. 

fresh beef cod fat and see it 
ground or put it yourself through 
food chopper, add one cupful thick 
sour milk and render in double boil- 
er. Strain, cool and remove the 
resulting cake of fat. Fry scraps in 
oven in frying pan and strain into 
Soap grease can. 

Place fat in deep dish and set on 
stove shelf to soften sufficiently for 
easy working with an egg beater. 

To one pint taken from the top 
of a quart bottle of milk add four 
level teaspoonfuls of fine salt and 
one level teaspoonful granulated 
gelatine, which has been. soaked for 
10 minutes in a cup, with four ta- 
blespoonfuls of the top milk, and 
then set in a pan of hot water for 
a short time until melted smoothly. 
Add 45 drops of vegetable coloring, 
solely for the purpose of canrouflage 
to the softened fat and combine the 
two mixtures. Beat with rotary 
beater until thoroughly blended, and 
you will have more than two pounds 
of a cheap, sightly and tasty substi- 
tute, to be used for any purpose to 
which real butter is put. 

Caution.—Use only fresh cod fat, 
which is far different when rendered 
from beef tallow in appearance, odor 
and taste, and follow’ directions 
strictly. If milk and fat refuse to 
mix readily the mixture is too cold.
